It
is unlikely tbat any of those still inside
are alive, aod if tbey should bethe rres¬
cue is considered impossible.

Pra t cally the whole population of the
town is gathered in the vicinity of the
mine, wbile a-oood tbe mouth of tbe
death trap are hundreds of weeping, half-
craz*d and fainting re ativea of the vic¬
tims. Many of the f antic wives and
mothers of the doomed mea have attempt
ed to enter the burning mine and have
been restrained from rushing into ihe
flimes only by force.
A later dispatch says lhere are be¬

lieved tn have been 400 men in the mine
at tbe time of the explosion. Forty
bodies la*e been recovered.

ference."
The boer.! of trustees is requested to

amte witb the conf. renee in an applica¬
tion to the*- a'.eC rporatiooOominiflsion
to amend the c .liege cla-'.erin many
particulars, principally "in so tbat the
propeity held by the Rsndolph-Macoo
board shall be bound to tbe Methodist
Episcopal Church 8 >utb aa closely as
the laws of tbe b ate of Virginia will
permit."
